Coal Production In the United 
States.

The annouaced that the increase In 
exportation of coal in the United 
States is causing nneoainesa among 
British coal producers and exporters 
lends interest to some figures on the 
coal production of the world, and es- 
pecially of the United States, just is- 
sued by the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tlatica. Prom these it appears that 
the coal production of the United 
States is now nearly five timea as 
much aa in 1870, that the exportation 
has in that time increased from a 
quarter ot a million tons to over lour 
million tous, and that the United 
States, which in 1870 suppllsd but 
17 per cent of the world’s output now 
tnrnisbes about 15 per cent. 

No other c.inotry shows such a rap- 
id increase in coal production as does 
the United States. Great Britain's 
average annual coal product, os 
shown by a recent and widely quoted 
statistical publication of theSweedish 
goverment, in the five year period 
1871-S, amounted to 1x7 million tons, 
and in 1891-5 amounted to 185 mill- 
ion tons, an increase ot 45 per cent 
In the average annual output. Ger- 
many’s average annual coal product 
in the period 1871 5 was 45 million 
tons, and in the five year period ig9i- 
5 was 971 million tone, an increased 
ol 1x5 per cent. The average annual 
coal prodnetioD ot Prance in the year 
1871 5 was 16 million tons, and in 
the term I891-5, X7 million tone, an 
increase ot 70 per cent. The average 
innaal coal prodnetion ol the United 
states in the period 1871-5 woe 45 
million tone, and in the period 1891 5 
according to our own figures, was X3X 
million tons, an increase of 19X per 
cent. The average annual output ol 
"otbet couurtiea’’ not individually 
aptcifitd was, in 18715,34 million 
tons, and in 1891 5, 79 millions tons, 
an increase ot 13X per cent ti-e to- 
tal average annual output olthe world 
ia 1871-5 was. In round numbers, x66 
million tons, and in 1891 5, 5x0 mill- 
ion tent, an increase ot 95 per cent. 
Omitting the United Statts, the annn- 
al output in 1871.5 average xxi mill- 
ion tons, and the average in 1891-5 
wax 358 million tons, -n increase oi 
75 per cent. 

Both the area of coal production and 
quantity prodnees have increased 
greatly in tbeUnited States. In 1870 
the number of States in which coal 
was produced was but ^twenty, while 
in 1867 the number was thirty-two 
In I870 productiau of anthracite coal 
was reported only from Pennsylvauia, 
while the censue ol 1880 reports pro- 
duction in Pennsylvaala, Rhode 
Island, and Virginia, and more recent 
report! show a production ol antbiac- 
Ua coal In Colorado and Ntw Mexico. 
In the South the increase baa been es- 
pecially rapid. Alabama in 1870 min- 
at but 11,000 tuna ol coal, and in 
1S97, 5,xfix,ooo tons. Kentucky, 
wklch in 1870 mined but 150,000 tons 
of coat, produced lo 1897, 3,xi6,ooo 
tins. Tenueasce Incrtaacd her out- 
put from 133,000 tons In 1870 to x,- 
500,000 tons In 1897; and Virginia, 
which produced but fix, 000 tons In 
1870, produced 1,385.000 ton iu 1897,

States.

The announced that the increase in 
exportation of coal in the United 
States is causing uneasiness among 
British coal producers and expoitera 
lenda interest to aome Agurea on the 
coal production of the world, and es- 
pecially of the United States, jnat la- 
aued by the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. From these it appears that 
the coal production of the United 
States ia now nearly Ave times as 
much as in 1870, that tbeezportetioa 
has in that time increased froms 
qusrter ot s million tons to over lonr 
million tons, snd that the United 
States, which in 1870 suppllsd but 
17 pet cent of the world’s ontpnt now 
tnmlsbes about 15 per cent, 

No other omntry shows snch a rap- 
id increase in coal production as does 
the United States. Great Britain’s 
average annual coal product, as 
shown by a recent and widely quoted 
statiatical publication of theSweedlah 
goverment, In the Avc year period 
1871-3. amonnted to ity million tons, 
and in 1891-5 amounted to 185 mllN 
ion tons, an increase ol 45 per cent 
In the average annual output. Ger- 
many’s average annusl coal product 
in the period 1871 3 was 43 million 
Ions, snd in ths Ave year period igpi- 
3 was 971 million tons, aa iucrcascd 
ol IS3 per cent The average annual 
coal production ot France in the year 
1871 3 was 16 million tons, and In 
the term 1891-3, 17 million tons, an 
iacreaae ol 70 per cent. The average 
innnal coal prodncliou of the United 
states In the period l87i>3 was 43 
million tons, and in the period 1891 3 
according to onr own Agnres, waa ays 
million tons, aa increase of 19a per 
cent. The average annusl ontpnt ot 
"othet oonurties” not individually 
ipcciAsd was, in 1871 5, 34 milliou 
toes, sad la 1891 3, 79 millions tons, 
an locrtaae oi 13a per cent 't're to- 
tal average annusl output ol the woilU 
in 1871-3 round numbers, a66 

million tons, snd in 1891-3, S*o mill- 
ion tons, sa increase of 93 per cent. 
Omitting tha United States, the annu. 
si output In 1871-3 average tti mill- 
ion tons, and the svernge in 1891-3 
was 338 million tons, *n increase of 
73 par ceet. 

Both the area of coal production and 
quantity produces have Increased 
greatly In tbcUnited States. In 1870 
the nnmbcr of Stitca in which coal 
was produced was but ^twenty, while 
in 18A7 the number waa tbirty-two 
In I870 prodnetiau of antbrsclts coal 
was reported only from Pennsylvania, 
while the census ol 18S0 repoita pio- 
duetton in Pannsylvaala, Rhode 
Island, snd Virginia, and more recent 
reports show a production ol antbtsc- 
its coal ia Colorado snd New Mexica 
In the South the Increase bss been es- 
pecially rapid. Alabama in 1870 mln- 
tl but 11,000 tuna ol coal, aad In 
1897, 3,aha,ooo tons.

"The community was greatly 
shocked last Thursday evening by 
the sudden and wholy unexpected 
death of Judge T. L. Davia, which 
ocenred at about 9 o'clock. It la tba 
prevailing opinion that death waa 
due to heart failure, although it is 
possible that apoplexy may have been 
the cause Fnnerai services were 
Saturday afternoon at the family res- 
Idence and were at tended by a large 
concourse of sorrowing liicnda. Rev. 
C: E. Creager officiated assisted by 
Rev. I. S. Gould. 

"Thomas Lawton Davis waa bom 
I at Hartford, Ohio county, Kentucky, 
October 17th, I841. He studied law 
at an early age and was elected proa- 
ecntlng attorney of bis county before 
reaching the age of twenty-one. In 
1864 Ur. Divis waa a presidential 
elector on the Lincoln ticket and aoon 
afterwards removed to Washington.
